Experiments Prove Belief of Poultry- 
man to be Correct.

German Crown Prince

Works With Blacksmith Who Takes

In connection with the various re-

The silicates are a form of translu- 
cent cement that is an imitation por- 
celain. The colors of the teeth can 
be matched accurately and this ma-

ment that would be present if a metal 
was used in the front of the mouth in 
a large cavity. 

The metals used as filling matertals 
are gold and amalgam, which is prin- 
cipally silver, 

Tin and platinum were used for 
some years but they are now obso- 
lete. A metal is used where there is 
great strain on the filling, 

Amalgam, which is an alloy of sil- 
ver made into a paste with mercury, 
is the most widely used filling in the 
world. It has done splendid service 
and is used in those cavities where ap- 
pearance is a secondary consideration, 

Gold is considered the most perman- 
ent of the fillings. There are two 
ways of using gold; one is by mallet- 
ing pure gold foil into the cavity and 
thus making the filling in the tooth 
that {t is to protect, the other way is 
lto make the filling outside the mouth 
from a very accurate wax pattern of 
the cavity. This is the most modern 
method and is called an inlay,

Found Indians Who Had Never Seen 
White Men 

Government surveyors 
gineers carrying their lines 8 the 
far northern banks of the great Mac- 
kenzie River during the past summer 
knew the result of the Carpentier- 
Dempsey fight as soon as the crowds 
on the streets of Eastern Canadian 
cities. They received news daily 
from Japan, Cuba and the Philippines, 
and every 24 hours they checked their 
time with the chronometers at Anna- 
polis, Md. 

All this they did by menns of a 
portable wireless receiving set, car- 
ried by one of the three Dominion 
land survey partles. One member of 
that group, Fred V. Selbert, D.LS., 
on his way back to Ottawa from the 
bleak barrens of the sub-Arctic, In a 
brief interview, referred to some of 
the things accomplished since last 
June by Dominion engineers operating 
in the Mackenzie River basin. 

He explained that his colleagues 
and himself had seen Inkes of 30 or 
40 miles radius that had never been 
known to exist; inland areas, home 
of the Dog Ribs or other @bscure 
Indians, that had never before felt 
the pressure of a white man’s foot;

The island of St. Kilda—one of the 
Outer Hebrides, off the coast of Scot- 
land—is less than two square miles 
In area, and yet they tower above 
the surf cliffs which rise to more than 
1,200 feet in height.

One can imagine an ornithologist 
spending months, if not years, study- 
ing the favorite haunts, the nests, the 
habits and the love dreams of our 
feathered friends.
